VIEWS OF VARIOUS PERSONS. 


Tbe End of the Struggle Apparently 
at Hand, 


WHAT THE LATEST BULLETINS INDICATE. 


But a Slight Gleam of Hope Through the 
Clouds of Despair. 


[.pacul, BY TELKGIUPU TO TUS RBO0R6-CHIOS.) 


E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, August 
16th—8:30 A. M.—The President was some­ 
what restless, aud vomited several times dur­ 
ing the early part of the night. Since 3 
o’clock this morning he has not vomited, and 
has slept tranquilly most of the time. 
Nutritious enemata are successfully employed 
to sustain him. Altogether the symptoms 
appear less urgent than yesterday afternoon. 
At present his pulse is 110, temperature 98 6, 
respiration 18. Signed by Bliss, Biriiee, 
Woodward, Beyburn and Agnew. 
NOT TET RALLIED. 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, Au­ 
gust 16th—12:30 p. m.—The President has 
been tranquil, and has not vomited since the 
morning bulletin ; bnt he haR not yet rallied 
from the prostration of yesterday afternoon 
as much as was hoped. The enemata ad­ 
ministered are, however, still retained. At 
present his pulse is 114, temperature 98, res­ 
piration 19. Signed by Bliss, Barnes, Wood­ 
ward, Reyburn and Agnew. 
THE FEMALE NUB.SE. 
E xecutive M ansion, August 16th—1 p. m. 
Miss Edson, one of the attendants npon the 
President, retired at 4 o’cloA this morning, 
and did not leave the Mansion for her home 
until noon. Previous to her departure she 
said that the President’s case at this time was 
certainly very critical, bnt she still had hopes 
of his recovery. The trouble with the Presi­ 
dent’s stomach evidently had nothing to do 
with the wound. The wound is nearly healed. 
This new trouble, she said is perfectly under­ 
stood by the surgeon*, and they all have the 
same idea about it. IXe President compre­ 
hends the exact situation. He has been told 
that his stomach demanded absolute rest, and 
that no attempts would be made for the pres­ 
ent to give him nourishment in the regular 
manner. I he lady expressed an opinion that 
by to-morrow the patient’s stomach would be 
strong enough to retain something. She said 
the President looks better than yesterday. 
THE DESPONDENCY AT TIIE WHITE HOUSE. 
W ashington, August 16th—2:30 p. m.— 
The last bulletin has cast a gloom over the 
attaches of the Mansion, and the greatest 
anxiety prevails. The change which occurred 
is even noticeable in the expression and con­ 
versation of Private Secretary Brown, who 
has from the first entertained the most san­ 
guine opinion that the President would re­ 
cover. 
Secretary Hunt, when asked a few minutes 
ago if he could say anything regarding the 
present condition of the patient, said, in a 
tone which showed that he was deeply affect­ 
ed, that there was absolutely nothiog to say. 
Everything that could be said was now 
known. The extreme quiet which pervades 
the Mansion, even in the offices occupied 
by the clerical force, is almost oppres­ 
sive. 
Conversations 
are carried on 
in monotones, and a general feeling of anxiety 
and actual alarm is plainly perceptible. The 
most sanguine are apparently fast losing hope, 
and callers may be seen leaving the Mansion 
with a look of despair upon their counte­ 
nances. While this feeling of despondency is 
very general, there are those who yet main­ 
tain that the President will rally, among 
whom may be especially numbered Generals 
Swain and Rockwell. Mrs. Garfield is said 
to be as cheerful as the circumstances will 
allow, and that she retains a strong belief 
that her husband will recover. Dr. Agnew 
is quoted as having said this afternoon that 
the patient was no weaker than yesterday, 
and there was a very reasonable chance of his 
rallying. This statement, however, was net 
obtained in a direct manner. Whatever 
may be said, there is no denying that the 
case is extremely critical at the present 
moment, and unless a favorable change oc­ 
curs within a short time, may prove fatal. 
NO FAVORABLE NEWS, 
W ashington, August 16th—2:40 p. u.— 
Dr. Bliss this afternoon felt confident. The 
wound is doing as well as it possibly could, 
and has healed to within about three inches 
of the mouth of the east incision. He feared 
no further trouble from tbe wound, and said 
the only thing to be overcome now is the ir­ 
ritability of the patient’s stomach, which we 
are doing our best to master. 
Assistant Secretary of State Hitt, who ha* 
just come from the private part of the house, 
was asked if he had any favorable news to 
communicate. In response, he said : “ I am 
very sorry to say I have not. In fact I know 
nothing of the late condition of the patient. 
Although I have been inside, the surgeons 
told me nothing important.” 
BLISS APPARENTLY CONFIDENT. 
E xecutiv e M ansion, August 16th—3:30 
p. m.—Dr. Bliss says that in his opinion the 
President has more than an even chance to 
get well. He is retaining the nonrishment 
which has been administered during the day, 
and taking everything into consideration the 
case looks hopefuL 
CABINET COUNCIL. 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, Au­ 
gust 16th—4:15 p. m.—All the members of 
the Cabinet, with the exception of Secretary 
Blaine, are now in consultation in the Cabi­ 
net rooms. 
THE CONSULTATION OF THE CABINET. 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, Au­ 
gust 16th.—The consultation of the Cabinet 
was with regard to the President's condition. 
It was a pre-arranged affair, and was for the 
purpose of hearing in a body a statement as 
to the probable outcome of tbe present crisis 
from one of the attending surgeons. Imme­ 
diately after the members assembled Dr. 
Bliss was summoned to explain tbe situation, 
which he did in substantially the same man­ 
ner as he has before during the day. He 
reassured the Cabinet to such an extent that 
the meeting had no official significance, and 
the members left the Mansion about 5 o’clock 
in apparently better spirits. Assistant Sec­ 
retary H itt says he has not heard that Secre­ 


tary Blaine has started for Washington, and 
cannot say when he will arrive. There is at 
this hour a more hopeful feeling abcut the 
White House. 
A POINT IN HIS FAVOR. 
E xecutive M ansion, August 16th—1:30 
p. ¡I. —The President is said to be holding his 
own, and this is considered by the attending 
surgeons to be a point in his favor. Generally 
speaking, he is at this hour considered in a 
better condition than he was in the morning. 
Nothing, however, can be ascertained regard­ 
ing the febrile riss. The members of the 
Cabinet have been in consultation since 4 
o’clock. A CONSERVATIVE STATEMENT. 
E xecutive M ansion, August 16th—7 p. 
U.—The President’s symptoms are still grave, 
yet he seems to have lost no ground during the 
day, and his condition on the whole is rather 
better than yesterday. He has vomited once 
this afternoon. The enemata have been re­ 
tained. At present his pulse is 120, tempera­ 
ture 98.9, respiration 19. Signed by Bliss, 
Barnes, Woodward, Reyburn and Agnew. 
Immediately after the above was issued, 
Dr. Bliss remarked that it was a conservative 
statement of the case, and it is, generally 
speaking, an indication of improvement. 
THE DAY REVIEWED. 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, Au­ 
gust 16th—10 P. m.—To-day has undoubtedly 
been .the most unsatisfactory day of the 
President’s illness. 
The early morning 
showed signs of less hope for the President’s 
recovery, and the Cabinet officers, Depart­ 
ment officials and others of more or lest im­ 
portance called at the White House to obtain 
particulars, and with few exceptions the 
official bulletins have been referred to as 
answers to the interrogations as to the 
patient’s condition. This evening has been 
the most critical period. Those who have 
been here show intense anxiety and 
consideration, and have by their no­ 
tions manifested that in their opinion the 
case has reached an extremely critical period. 
This opinion has not been confined to a few 
persons, bnt is almost universal throughout 
the city. The attending surgeons avoided 
conversation as much as possible, especially 
with members of the press, and the greatest 
difficulty has been experienced in supplying 
the demands of the public for the exact con­ 
dition of affairs at intervals throughout the 
day. 
DB. BLISS AGAIN INTERVIEWED. 
E xecutive M ansion, August 16th—10:25 
p. m.—Dr. Bliss has just come from the sick­ 
room, going to the depot to meet Hamilton. 
The following conversation occurred between 
several reporters and himself : 
“ How is the President now ?" was asked 
of him. 
“ No worse. He is asleep now.” 
“ Do you feel as confident as two hours 
ago“ Yes ; and I feel a little better.” 
“ Was aoy morphia administered this 
evening ? ” 
“ None at all. There has been no vomit­ 
ing this evening. The injected nourishment 
was retained—enough to keep him going until 
his stomach can regain its strength.” 
" Then you feel that it will do so 7 " 
“ I hope so.” 
“ You feel encouraged since the bulletin 
was issued ? ” 
“ I think we all do. Prom a casual exam­ 
ination made a few minntes ago, the Presi­ 
dent’s pulse was about 114, temperature about 
98.6, or slightly above normal, and respira­ 
tion 18 or 19." 
CLOSED FOB THE NIGHT. 
W ashington, August 16th—11 P. m.—The 
Executive Mansion has jost been closed for 
the night. Secretary Brown has just come 
from the Burgeons’ quarters, and reports that 
the President is sleeping quietly at this hour; 
also that his pulse has grown less frequent 
within the last two hours, and no vomiting 
has occurred since 4 p. jr. 
THE MIDNIGHT BULLETIN. 
E xecutive M ansion, August 16th—Mid­ 
night.—Everything is quiet about the Man­ 
sion. There is no indications of an unfavor­ 
able change in the President’s condition. Dr. 
Hamilton was driven directly to Attorney- 
General MacVeagh’s, and will not visit the 
President until morning. 
NO MORE VOMITING. 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, Au­ 
gust 17th—2 A. M.—Dr. Bliss reports that 
no vomiting has occurred up to this hour, 
and adds, “ The prospects are good.” 
TELEGRAM TO MINISTER LOWELL. 
W ashington, August 16th.—Ilitt has Bent 
the following telegram : 
Lowell, Minister, London : The President’s 
condition causes great anxiety. He is rest­ 
less, and vomited in the early part of last 
night. He is tranquil to-day, but has not 
rallied as much as hoped. At 12:30 his pulse 
was 114, temperature 98.3, respiration 18. 
His stomach refuses nourishment. 
H itt, Acting Secretary. 
BUSS CONTINUES TO TALK. 
C hicago, August 16th.— The following 
points are from specials who have talked 
with Bliss : 
“ Is the President aware of his danger ? ’ 
“ Yes, to some extent. He asks us fre­ 
quently how he is getting along. I generally 
try to evade him when the symptoms are un­ 
favorable.” 
“ Well,-doctor, you are aware that there is 
a great state of alarm all over the country. 
Can you say anything which will tend to al­ 
lay it ? ” 
“ No. Our bulletin this evening stated our 
fears. Hitherto we have sought only to con­ 
vey the prevailing conditions in the bulletins. 
But to-night I said. Let ns state our opinions 
and fears. Then if fatal results are avoided 
people will rejoice with us. You may say 
that there is little or no fever. The Presi­ 
dent does not perspire like a man who is ex­ 
hausted. His skin is moist and soft. Bat 
there is a crisis. He is in the presence of a 
crisis, and seems just now to be moving oat 
of it favorably.” 
“ It is said by some who should know that 
the disturbed condition of his stomach is 
largely due to a free use of brandy.” 
“ The President has himself protested 
against this, as liqnor is very distaatfnl to 
him ; but his physicians think it necessary to 
administer it, in order to maintain his 
strength. It is npon the stomach which the 
physicians have relied, and must rely, to 
build the President np.” 
a gloomy outlook. 
Your correspondent was fortunate enough 
to have half an hoar’s confidential chat with 
a high official, who has never sent out reas­ 
suring bulletins, and who certainly has as 
accurate a knowledge of the condition of the 
sick man as any one would have who is not 
one of the snrgeons in attendance. During 
the conversation your correspondent was 
shown a private dispatch sent out in the 
morning to absent Cabinet officials, in which 
anything but a cheerful impression was con­ 
veyed. From the source already mentioned 
it was learned that the President has been 
Bteadily losing ground since last Tuesday noon. 
From that hour to this he has at no time 
gained, or even held his own. This fact is so 
unquestioned that it is bard to understand 
npon what those in attendance have been 
able to base such expressions of cheerfulness 
and reports of alleged gains. The range of 
the President’s pulse has been steadily higher 
every day since Tuesday, indicating increased 
weakness. Should any contingency arise 
now requiring another operation to save the 
President’s life, the Burgeons would fear to 
assume the responsibility, for the reason that 


the patient is now too weak to rally from the 
«hock. The surgeons, in addition, are con­ 
fronted by grave symptoms, which have two 
constructions. One would indicate a fatal re­ 
sult, and the other a mere local disturbance 
of the stomach, caused by indigestion. What 
was feared yesterday by Dr. Agnew was the 
absorption into the stomach of puB that had 
not escaped. The symptoms of the last week 
have pointed in the direction of a fatal re­ 
sult. This official said that he thought the 
doctors would know within the next twenty- 
four hours whether the stomach trouble was 
resulting from a fatal cause. 
Later in the day, after this talk, the svmp- 
toms in the President’s case were confirma­ 
tory of the worst apprehensions entertained. 
BEAVE MRS. GARFIELD. 
W ashington, August 16th.—Mrs. Gar­ 
field, accompanied by her son Jamee, took a 
drive in the evening of about an hour. The 
lady endeavors to look cheerful, aad contin­ 
ues to bear her ¿rouble with great fortitude. 
STILL CLINGING TO HOPE. 
New Y ork, August 16th.—The Post's 
Washington special says : Dr. Bliss says the 
stomach is bow resting. If the strength of 
the patient can be sustained by injections till 
the digestive organs recover, it is possible for 
him to get well. Of course, if the stomach 
has given out, that ends it. This cannot be 
known yet, and notil the fact appears we 
most watch and wait. U he passes the day 
without vomitln.i, and his pulse fails in 
rapidity and gains in firmness, we may hope 
that he will yet be spared. If the retching 
continues and the pulse does not mend, the 
public should understand that the end íb 
probably near. 
Postmaster-General James, who has been 
always hopeful, said this evening that his in­ 
formation made him somewhat easier than 
yesterday ; bnt his face was net hopeful, but 
very anxious, and far less reassuring than his 
words. 
MaiVeagh has always been, despondent, 
looks utterly hopeless, and says he does not 
expect the recovery of his friend. 
Dr. Agnew, however, does not inspire this 
view of the case. 
The surgeons are more hopeful. 
MOST DANGEROUS SYMPTOM. 
W ashington, August 16th.—The pre­ 
sumption from the bulletins is that the Presi­ 
dent has not vomited since 3 A.M. At 11 
this morning his pulse stood at 126. They 
thought then if bis temperature went down 
and the pnlse kept up till 1 p. m. it would be 
a sign of death. The pulse has receded 12 
degrees, bnt the temperature has also gone 
down 3-10 degrees. The surgeons say noth­ 
ing now, but evidently entertain little if any 
hope. The fall of temperature, though 
slight, is regarded as serious, and foreboding 
the worst results. It is true the pulse has 
fallen some, but the temperature is now be. 
low normal, which is a most dangerons symp­ 
tom. The stomach still refuses food, and the 
injections are only partially successful; but 
life cannot thus long be sustained. So the 
surgeons Btick close to the President, watch 
ing every movement, hoping for a favorable 
turn. All information shows that his chance 
for life is very slim. The snrgeons do not 
give up the case, and that is all that can be 
said. The President does not rally a particle, 
but remains about the same, and nothing can 
be done to give him strength. Hope is all 
that i^left, and theie is not much left to base 
a hope upon. Despondency now pervades 
the White House. Blaine is expected this 
afternoon. ANXIETY AT NEW YORK. 
New Y ork, August 16th.—The anxiety 
over the condition of the President is hourly 
increasing. The streets in tbe immediate 
vicinity of the various newspaper offices are 
thronged with thoughtful-looking men in 
search of the latest news from the President. 
On. Printing House Square, and Park How 
and Wall street, the excitement is most 
noticeable. Tbe telegraph offices are besieged 
by anxious seekers after some consoling news 
from Washington, but the ominous silence, 
shaking of the head and sad look of the ma­ 
jority denote a feeling of uneasiness painful 
to witness. 
dr. Hammond's opinion. 
New Y ork, August 16th.—Dr. William 
A. Hammond, in an interview, said : “ The 
idea that the President was suffering from 
dyspepsia is all bosh. He is suffering simply 
from pyaemia, ever since his recent chill. 
The vomiting and irritation of the stomach 
are caused solely by the presence of the 
bullet in his body. There is now no hope for 
tbe President, and I give him but three or 
four days to live. He has not been given the 
proper character of food, and has been re­ 
duced seventy-five pounds in weight. This 
treatment has gone so far that I see no chance 
of his recovery,” 
dr. Hamilton’s views. 
New Y ork, August 16th.—Dr. Hamilton, 
the consulting physician, stated to a Times 
reporter that he regards the symptoms not as 
indicating a supervention of unexpected 
symptoms, bnt as a direct consequence of the 
severe exhaustion under which the President 
is suffering, and the question is whether the 
sufferer’s strength, already depleted, will hold 
out against the continued febrile paroxysms. 
EX SENATOR CONKLING. 
New Y ork, August lGih.—Ex-Senator 
Conkling was seen this afternoon by a re­ 
porter. “ I cannot tell you,” said Mr. Conk­ 
ling. “ what anxious hours I have passed 
since my Washington dispatches yesterday. 
A relapse at any time is dangerous, but at 
present most of all. The more I think of 
this fearful tragedy the firmer I am con­ 
vinced that the country is passing through a 
dangerous crisis, and Mr. Garfield’s death 
would be one of the most unfortunate things 
that could happen to it. I do not intend to 
leave the city, should the President grow 
worse, unless it be to offer my services to the 
bereaved family." 
THE FEELING AT CHICAGO. 
Chicago, August 16th—9:30 p. m.—There 
is no later news. The city is astonishingly 
quiet, and inclined hopelessly to accept as a 
fact that the President cannot live. There is 
hardly a person to be found who ventures a 
favorable opinion. There is a total absence 
of the excitement that followed the news of 
the shooting, and even the bulletin boards 
attract very few people. The sorrow, how­ 
ever, is deep, thongb not demonstrative. 
BETTER THAN YESTERDAY. 
N ew Y obk, August 16th.—General Boyn­ 
ton telegraphs to his brother here that the 
President is better than yesterday afternoon, 
and abont the same as at midnight. 
GENERAL HANCOCK. 
B oston, August 16th.—General Hancock 
arrived this morning. He has postponed the 
examination of fortifications on acconnt of 
the news from the President. The party 
leaves for Portland to-night If there is 
worse news they will return to Washington. 
SYMPATHY OF QUEEN VICTORIA. 
The following cablegram was received by 
the British Legation this afternoon : 
The Queen is sorry for the President’s re­ 
lapse, and inquires after him.

THE VICE-PRESIDENT. 
N ew Y ork, August 16th, — The Vice­ 
President passed the morning very quietly 
at his residence. He said he had received no 
further tidings from Washington, and did 
not intend starting for the capital until sent 
for. 
THE VICE-PRESIDENT’S VISIT TO THE WHITE 
HOUSE. 
C hicago, August 16th.—The 
Times’ 
Washington special says : An army officer of 


prominence, who was in tbe Cabinet room 
when Vice-President Arthur called at the 
White House for the first time during his 
last visit to Washington, gives a very inter 
oeting description of the «cene: It was in thi 
evening when the Cabinet fully expects* 
that the President was going to die. Vies 
President Arthur was regarded by them all 
as he entered almost as an interloper. Non; 
rose to meet him. A military gentleman 
present who knew Arthur was the first 
to break the

and 
grasped him by the hand. Mr. Arthur 
ejaculated the word “ General,” and could 
say no more. His voice broke and his eyes 
filled with tears. This expression of fsciing 
on the part of Arthur, who was with great 
difficulty controlling himself, appeared to 
break the iee. The Cabinet officers then 
came np to him aud gave him a hearty press­ 
ure of the hand. From that time until his 
departure the Cabinet maintained with him 
the most cordial relations. There was hardly 
a time when Mr. Arthur cauie into the Cab- 
inet-room that Blaine did not take him by the 
arm as if he were his brother. The two 
would walk to a window, and remain there 
in confidential con; creation. The relations 
established between Arthur and Garfield's 
Cabinet were so pleasant, and the expressions 
of Arthur npon various occasions were so 
manly and to appropriate to the oocasion, 
that in a large measure the prejudice that 
had been engendered against him by his polit­ 
ical course in New York, for a time at least, 
were overcome. This officer eays that as soon 
as a Republican eucces>-or can be appointed 
Arthur may refuse tho Presidency. He 
shrinks from becoming President, especially 
in view of the circumstances. 
THE FEELING IN NEW YORK—THE VICK-PREBI- 
DENT AT HOME. 
New Y ork, August 16th.—Crowds of 
people everywhere to-night aro reading the 
bulletins as received regarding the condition 
of Garfield. 
Vice-President Arthur w»b at his home to­ 
night, surrounded by General Grant, ex­ 
Senator Conkling and other friends. During 
the evening the Vioe-Preridcut received some 
dispatches from Washington, the nature of 
which he would not divulge. Ho had not 
received any summors to go to the capital, 
and would not go until requested. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
W ashington, August 16th.—At noon Jus­ 
tice Harlan, of the United States Supreme 
Court, called at the White Honse. 
The Vice-President is hourly advieed of 
the President’s condition. It is stated that 
his presence here is not absolutely necessary, 
even in case of the worst, as he can take the 
oath in New York before the Chief Jus tie* 
of the District as well as before the Supreme 
Court. 
The President has been for years under the 
treatment of Dr. Baxter for indigestion, for 
which reason he has rarely been seen at even­ 
ing entertainments. He suffered greatly 
during the campaign. 
Windom and wife, ami MacVeagh and 
wife, were at the White Honse nutil 11:30 
a. m. Windom at noon said the case was 
more favorable, but MacVeagh only said, 
“ He is no worse.” 
At 11:30 Chin Lan Ping, tho Chinese Min­ 
ister, called. Mrs. Garfield recsived him in 
the Blue Room. Ho conveyed messages from 
the Chinese Emperor.

SUFFICIENT FOR JTHE DAY IS THE 
THEREOF. 
EVIL 


A number of oar contemporaries appear 
to be so impatient that they cannot wait 
until the breath is out of the body of the 
President to discus3 the question of the 
succession to the Presidency. Many East­ 
ern journals have for two or three weeks 
past been worrying themselves and their 
readers with elaborate disquisitions on the 
assumed “ inability ” of the President, and 
the constitutional recourse under the cir­ 
cumstances. Some of them have insisted 
that this inability had already become an 
accomplished fact, while it was left for a 
correspondent of the New York Sun to 
discover that if the Vice-President should 
assume the Executive functions under ex­ 
isting circumstances, the tenure of office 
of President Garfield would thereupon 
terminate, and no matter how soon he 
might become capable of performing its 
duties he would be shut out from resum­ 
ing those powers. The fact that the Sun 
practically indorses this amazing doc 
trine is the only circumstance which gives 
any weight to it, hut it is evident 
that our esteemed contemporary must 
hive bestowed this indorsement in a fit of 
mental aberration, for an examination of 
the Constitution would have shown the 
theory to be simply nonsense. The Con­ 
stitution declares that “ in case of the 
“ removal of the President from office, or 
“ of his death, resignation, or inability to 
“ discharge the powers and duties of the 
“ said office” (by the way, “ discharge the 
“ powers” is very queer and ambiguous 
English), “ the same shall devolve on the 
“ \ ice-Presiilent, and the Congress may 
“ by law provide for the case of the re- 
“ moval, death, resignation, or inability 
“ both of the President and Vicc-Presi- 
“ dent, declaring what officer shall then 
“ act as President, and said officer shall act 
“ accordingly until the disability be removed 
“ or a President shall be elected.” It is 
perfectly apparent from this that the pro­ 
vision for the succession of the Vice-Presi­ 
dent in the event of the inability of the 
President was only intended to apply until 
the said disability was removed, and how 
the Sun camo to entertain any other belief 
is inexplicable. 


THE LAND BILL COMPROMISE. 
The English Government has, contrary 
to expectation, practically agreed upon a 
compromise with the House of Lords on 
the land bilb The presumption is that 
Gladstone doubted his ability to maintain 
a contest against the Lords on this par­ 
ticular question. 
The conduct of the 
League members of the House of Commons 
during the pendency of the bill has been so 
irritating and offensive that Irish legisla­ 
tion has in fact become obnoxious even to 
the Radicals, and it may be questioned

Yet 
we have observed that milk has been given 
the President at intervals throughout liis 
ililness, and this notwithstanding the fact 
that he has on several occasions shown his 
dislike to it, and to the other forms of 
liquid food provided for him. 
In such a case the sensations of the pv 
tient are generally trustworthy indications 
of what is good for him, and the instances 
are rare in which the administration of 
food which is positively repugnant pro­ 
duces beneficial effects. It is, however, 
apparent that the President has from the 
first suffered from indisposition to take 
nourishment of any kind. He has had 
little or no appetite, and though he has 
swallowed whatever was prescribed for 
him it has been obvious that there was a 
dangerous absence of relish for it. He has 
now reached a stage where a less intract­ 
able crisis than the present might easily 
prove fatal. His strength is completely 
exhausted. W ith it his will power must 
also have been hopelessly enfeebled. It íb 
a mistake to suppose that the will can 
survive the collapse cf the physical en­ 
ergy. The union between body and mind 
is far too intimate for that. W ith the 
collapse of the assimilative functions the 
blood is impoverished, the brain is de­ 
prived of its necessary sustenance, and the 
mental faculties rapidly decline in vigor 
and clearness. A powerful will implies a 
vigorous constitution. An impaired phys­ 
ical system implies an impaired will power. 
The President is undoubtedly, brave and 
patient, but he has now reached a stage 
where neither his bravery nor his patience 
can aid him materially in prolonging the 
struggle. 
Everything must now [depend upon the 
stomach. If that continues intractable, 
though life may be maintained for a short 
time by enematous injections, the nation 
will have to realize, however sorrowfully, 
that the case is hopeless. Of coarse the 
probability that his stomach may resume 
its tone is greatly diminished by the ab­ 
sence of reserve force in his whole system. 
W hen a man otherwise in fair health re­ 
ceives an injury in some organ, Nature 
frequently Bets up a relief action in some 
other organ, with the effect of giving op­ 
portunity for recovery to the injured one. 
Such a recourse in the President’s condition, 
however, is cut of the question. For days 
and weeks he has been fighting against the 
suppuration of his wound, and the fever, 
whether traumatic or malarious matters 
little in the long run, which has been con­ 
suming him. 
His stomach, being bis 
weakest point, has been the first to give 
way, and yet it is upon his stomach that 
every hope of his recovery rests. The 
actual indications are that the morbid con­ 
ditions set up by the wound have at length 
succeeded in overcoming the resistance 
offered by the treatment ; in fact, that 
Nature has done her utmost, and has finally 
succumbed to disease. It is useless to 
evade the plain teachings of the latest bul­ 
letins. The President is too evidently in 
a nearly hopeless condition, and if his 
medical attendants were at liberty to say 
all that they think, it is to be feared that 
few, if any of them, would hazard a seri­ 
ous expectation of a fortunate outcome to 
the case. 
Of course there do occur sometimes sud­ 
den changes for the better which serve to 
defy all calculation, and such a change ap­ 
pears to be the only thing to be hoped for 
in the President's case. 
To keep a man 
alive by injections after his stomach has 
ceased to perform its functions is impossi­ 
ble, beyoni a few days at most. To restore 
to activity a stomach to weakened as the 
President’s is, ib beyond the capacity of 
human science. The doctors can do noth­ 
ing but try to give him a little strength by 
enemas. W hatever else is done, if indeed 
anything can be done, must be Nature’s 
woik. Her resources are well nigh inex­ 
haustible, but even she loses heart in the 
end. At this moment it is impossible to 
indulge hope. All that can be done is to 
wait the issue, with the sad realization that 
no man in the LJnited States, however ill, 
is much nearer death than President Gar" 
field.

The sulphnrous fumes from the Pioneer 
Reduction Works on Gold Flat are having a 
deadly effect on vegetation thereabouts. A 
number of beautiful shade trees in and 
north of the Oakland district school-yard 
have been killed and the picturesquenees 
of the locality greatly marred. Another 
similar case is that at Spenceville, in the 
lower part ot the county, where the smoke 
from the reduction works of the San Fran­ 
cisco copper mine has destroyed the trees, 
shrubbery and grass for a long distance 
roundabout.—[Nevada Transcript. 
A letter from tho upper Yakima states 
that the big drive for the Northern Pacific 
has started, but progresses slowly, and will 
not be completed for two or three months. 
Of those in the river, 340,000 tics will be 
taken out four miles above the falls, which 
is forty miles above the mouth of the 
Yakima ; 20,000 will be taken out at the 
big bend, twenty miles from the month, 
and 40,000 at the mouth of tho river. 
About 200,000 more ties now in the woods 
and contracted for, will be driven down 
this fall. It would seem by this that the 
ties are intended for the branch road from 
Ainsworth to Yakima valley. 
Klamath lake is about 37 miles in length 
and 16 miles in width, and for steamer ex­ 
cursions one of the loveliest and most pict­ 
uresque. 
The Klamath Indian Agency, 
where some 800 or 900 Indians are quar­ 
tered, is on Wood river, and about four 
miles further up this stream is Fort 
Klamath. The new steamer has been 
much needed and is expected to be kept 
busy. In the course of time an effort may 
be made to build a canal with locks at Link 
river, which joins Big Klamath with Littio 
Klamath lake, and when this is accom­ 
plished the boat conld also continue down 
the Klamath river as far as Plevina. 
Last Tuesday and Wednesday week the 
Klamath river suddenly fell about seven 
inches, causing much trouble to the mining 
companies, who had their apparatus rigged 
for raising, but not lowering to such an 
extent. The fall was merely temporary, 
and owing to a south wind forcing the 
water of Klamath Lake, the river’s source, 
to its northern limits. Sometimes a strong 
sonth wind will blow tho body of the lake 
northward, so that Link river, at Link- 
ville, will be completely dry, thns shutting 
off any surplus going into Little Klamath 
Lake and Klamath river, but as soon as the 
wind ceases or changes to a different direc­ 
tion, the river obtains its usnal supply 
again.

L as Y egas, August lOtb.—A special to the 
Gazette from Socorro says: “ The Indian ex 
citement continues unabated. Scouts from 
the Pueblo and Magdalena mountains have 
just arrived, and announce the presence of a 
large number of savages there. Business is 
paralyzed, and mining in a great measure 
suspended.” 
S a n ta F e, August 16th.—The military 
headquarters have received no report of the 
massacre at a village eighteen miles from the 
Rio Puerco. The bodies of two men killed 
by the Indians were found by the troops at 
Las Avoya ranch, forty miles from Mc­ 
Carty’s station, some days ago. 
L as V eg as, August 16th.—A special dis­ 
patch to the Gazette Saturday night gives t.he 
following details of the massacre. Nothing 
any more definite has been received up to this 
hour: 
A LRl'QCKRQrE, August 1501—11:301-. — Rumors 
from a good and reliable source reached here la*c 
this evening, stating that the Indians have sacked 
another town eighteen miles from the Río Puerco, 
and killed twenty seven persons out of twenty-nine. 
Two Mexicana escaped, but not till after their horses 
were shot from under them.

—Nana, with about 
forty Indians, some of his own band and 
some Navajoes, is going Bouth. They are 
well armed and mounted, The teams of 
Sol. Barth, a merchant of St. .Johns, Ati­ 
zona, were attacked on the 7th near ltio 
Quemado, 110 miles from here, by eighteen 
Indians. Juan Salas, who sat by Barth’s 
side, was killed. The latter escaped by his 
horses running away. The Indians killed 
two men in Rio Quemado the same day. 
Last Thursday 
the 
same 
party of 
Indians attacked Barth thirty-five miles south 
of Belin, but were repulsed. He iepirts 
that the road is lined with dead oxen and 
sheep, and that the Indians have burned all 
the ranches within their reach. The number 
of persons killed by Indiana in the last ten 
days is known to exceed twenty. Barth met 
Captain Parker at Gienega last Friday morn­ 
ing, gave him a guide, and informed him of 
the direction taken by the Indians. The 
Captain, with twenty well-mounted soldiers, 
started in pursuit, being only six hours be­ 
hind. The Indians are dressed in citiz-ns’ 
clothing captured from Baco’g train, and 
cannot be distinguished except at close quar­ 
ters. The Navajos at Alarno are believed to 
be in with the hostiles, as they get a share of 
the plunder. 
Dispatches from Socorro have caused a 
general excitement. Public meetings have 
been held, and sixty-one volunteers are ready 
to answer the first call. Advices at military 
headquarters are that since the fight thirty- 
five miles weat of Sabinal, Captain Parker 
has continued the pursuit of Nana’s band, 
and Lieutenants Gnilfoyle and Wright are 
also on the trail with forty men. Nana’s 
band is going south. 
They killed three 
American miners and two Mexican eheep- 
herders ten uiiles from Sorocco. Several 
squads of troops under General Hatch are 
due south of the band, attempting to prevent 
their escape into Chihuahua. So far the 
troops have had four encounters with the In­ 
dians. The latter, if found, caDnot escape. 
They will doubtless Fcalter, and go to the 
Mescalero reservation, where they will be 
safe from pursuit and punishment. The vol­ 
unteer company of Tranquillo Luna is still 
out guarding the settlements. It is reported 
that another band of Indians crossed the 
railroad near El Paso, going toward the 
Florida mountains, aDd a detachment of 
troops has been ordered to scout these 
mountains. (THIRD DISPATCH.) 
D enver (Col.), August 16th.—The Tri­ 
bune's Cranes, N. M., special says: A tele­ 
gram from Laguna savs a letter was received 
last night from Miguel Chaves, of Alamosa, 
dated August 10th, which reports that his 
ranche was attacked by Apaches, who drove 
cff the whites and captured 300 head of cat­ 
tle. The Indians in that vicinity on the 5th 
and 6th instants killed and captured thirteen 
men. Two hundred well armed men leave 
Cranes to-morrow morning for the vicinity of 
Alamosa, fifty miles southwest of here, where 
the Indians are still lurking. 
Captain 
Parker, with eighteen men, engaged the 
Apaches under Nana, twenty seven miles 
west of Sabina), Friday, the 12th. They 
fought an hour and a half, resulting in one 
man being killed, one missing and three 
wounded. The Indian loss was about the 
same. The Apaches moved east after the 
fight, and are expected to cross the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe road at Carizo creek. 
Captain McCarty’s, on the 16th. Two Mexi­ 
can scouts report that two Indians attempted 
to rob a ranch near old Fort Wingate. One 
was killed and the other driven cff. 
NEVADA.

OREGON. 
Item s from Portland. 
P o rtla n d , August 16ch.—The weather is 
bright and beautiful. 
'ihe Oregon Railroad and Navigation Com­ 
pany’s track will be laid to a point eleven 
miles beyond Bolls’s Junction, where the 
road branches to Dayton, W. T. This will 
bring the track to a large trestle 900 feet long 
and 90 feet high, which will be finished in 
about ten days. The Chief Engineer thinks 
the track will be laid to Grange City, on the 
Snake river, and cars runniEg within five 
weeks—certainly by October 1st. J. L. Hal- 
lett, Superintendent oí Conati action, ex­ 
presses the opinion that the line between 
Dallas and Cascades will be completed by the 
last day of September. Thirty-five hundred 
men are now at work between these two 
points. 
To-day the imposing ceremony of the in­ 
vestiture of the pallium was conferred on 
Right Rev. Archbishop Segbers, at the 
Cathedral in this city. 
Pontifical High 
Maas was celebrated by Right Rev. A. 
J nnger, Bishop of Nesqualli, who, as Censor 
Bishop of the province, had to invest tne 
Archbishop with the pallium. The cere­ 
monies were very impressive. There were 
present, besides the Most Rev. Archbishop 
Seghers, the Most Rev. Archbishop F. N. 
Blanchet, Right Rev. A. M. A. Blanchet, 
Right Rev. A. Junger, Bishop of Nesqualli, 
Right Rev. J. B. Brondel. Bishop of Van­ 
couver Island, and twenty-two clergymen 
from various parts of Oregon, Washington 
and Idaho Territories and Vancouver Island. 
At the end of the Mass, Right Rev. Bishop 
Brendel ascended the pulpit, and delivered 
an impressive sermon. Archbishop Seghers 
then made his profession of faith, as required 
by the pontifical ritual, at the conclusion of 
which Bishop Junger conferred upon his 
Grace the Archiepiscopal insigns. Having 
given his blessing to the assembly, the new 
Archbishop took possession of his throne.

IDAHO. 
Toteante Eruption. 
Lew iston, August 16th.—A volcanic erup­ 
tion took place on the .side cf the mountain 
south of the south fork of the Clearwater, 
about 20 mileB east cf Mount Idaho, on 
Tuesday, the 9th ir.st., sending forth a col­ 
umn of fire and smoke several hundred feet in 
hight, and rock which fell at a distance of 
several miles from the place of eruption. 
The shock was distinctly felt at Mount 
Idaho, and on the extreme end of Camas 
Prairie, and at the mouth of Salmon river, a 
distance of about 75 mile.». Later news from 
Camas Prairie reports that a column of black 
smoke is still issuing from the opening, which 
is distinctly visible from the prairie. No one 
as yet has approached the place. Evidences 
of volcanic action at some former period 
exist in many places in the immediate vicin­ 
ity. So far as appears, at the distance 
viewed, the opening is less than a thousand 
feet above the bed of the south fork of the 
Clearwater, and within three miles of the 
Milner trail, between Mount Idaho and 
Florence.

DlSTHXEKT IMPROVEMENTS.—The John­ 
ston Brandy and W ine M anufacturing Com­ 
pany of California held their annual stock­ 
holders’ meeting on Monday and re elected 
all the old Trustees and officers. 
The com­ 
pany’s works have been put in complete or­ 
der for thd present season, and will open and 
be ready to receive grapes from the 1st of 
September. 
Heretofore the grapes received 
by teams were unloaded from the wagons 
and cars on the levee, and elevated to the 
third story of the building to the crushing- 
roam by an inclined railway, but the raising 
of the levee along the river front will make 
the grade too steep for team s to ascend with 
heavy loads, and an endless elevator has 
been constructed, which is made of a rubber 
b in d 18 inches wide, on which are placed 
caps or boxes at a distance of two feet apart, 
and these ara filled with grapes from a plat­ 
form on the ground as they pats to the third 
story, where they are dumped directly into 
the grape crusher. 
Grapes received in cars 
ou the track will Le run down an incline to 
the platform below, from which they will be 
carried up to the elevator. 
These improve­ 
ments will greatly facilitate the handling of 
grapes brought to the distillery. 
1’iatform 
scales have also been erected upon the prem­ 
ises, so th at teams can be driven upon them 
and an entire load weighed at one time. 
From the reputation and demand acquired at 
the East for their brandy, their entire vintage 
will hereafter be m anufactured into this pro­ 
duct as more remunerative than wines.

THE EXPERT CLAIM. 


A W arm M eeting of th e n u a n c e Commit­ 
tee About It. 


A t the last meeting of the Board of Super­ 
visors the second claim of J . H . Sullivan for 
services as mining expert, being for sixteen 
days at 810 per d iy and 845 for expenses, 
was laid over to the present term for con­ 
sideration. 
I t has not yet been before the 
Board for final action, but has created a 
lively breeze by Mr. Sullivan appearing be­ 
fore the Supervisors, sitting as a finance com­ 
mittee, and urging its allowance. 
Mr. Biair, 
as Chairman of the committee, requested 
Mr. Sullivan to make au itemized bill, stating 
that the law required c'aim s to be presented 
in this way. 
W hile M r. Sullivan and Mr. 
Blair were figuringout the items. M r. Christy 
criticised the bill, which drew him and M r. 
Sullivan into au altercation, during which 
Mr. Christy said, “ You came to the Capital 
H otel when I was out the other evening to 
whip me, as you said, didn’t you ?” 
Sullivan—“ I did not come there to whip 
y o u ; I cams there to talk with you about 
this business.” 
Christy—‘’ Ye?, you did. 
I can provejthat 
you said you came there to whip loe. 
I told 
you two years ago th at I didn’t w ant you to 
speak to me again, nor look a t me.” 
Sullivan—“ I don’t w ant you to talk to 
me, either. 
I am talkiug to gentlemen—to 
members of the Board. 
I am talking to the 
Board, and not to you.” 
A t this juncture the 
President of the 
Board rapped upon the desk, and expressed 
the hope th at the m atters before the Board 
would be discueeed iu a friendly way. 
This 
quieted m atters a little for a few moments, 
but soon Mr. Sullivan resumed remarks in­ 
tended for M r. Christy’s benefit, when the 
latter replied: 
■' I tell you I don’t want you to talk to me, 
I don’t want any more of it.” 
Sullivan—“ W ell you will have more of it. 
All I am a mind to give you.”_ 
Peace finally reigned for a time, when M r. 
Sullivan urged and finally demanded that a 
vote be taken upon his claim, saying th at if 
it was to be rejected he wanted it done at 
once. 
M r. W ilson thought it would not bs using 
Mr. Cadw&laJer well to take action upon the 
claim until he had hart a chance to be heard 
upon it, as he had promised to make a report 
in the m atter in support of the claim, and it 
would not be proper for the B oard to now act 
upon it and either reject or cut', t down until 
he was heard. 
M r. Sullivan replied th a t such a report 
could not lie made, as his wotlc was private 
and iutended only to be used on the trial of 
the hydraulic C3ses. 
M r. Buckley thought the information could 
be safely reposed with the Board. 
M r. Sullivan became disgusted from failure 
to pet direct action upon his claim, and 
finally rising to his feet with the bill in his 
hand demanded th at they vote at once and 
reject the bill, and added, addressing himself 
to Mr. Blair, “ I don’t expect to get anything 
fair from such men s.a you and Mr. C hristy.” 
H e then referred to the report which ap­ 
peared in the R ecord U nion at the time hÍ3 
prior claim was passed, and tw itted M r. 
Blair of voting against him. 
M r. Blair re­ 
plied th at he did not vote against him, but 
only against his bill, and th at he should vote 
agaiust any claim th a t he thought was too 
high. 
_ 
M r. Sullivan then w ent outside of the rail­ 
ing in the Supervisors’ office, and, while pac­ 
ing around, came up to the rail and repeated 
to Mr. Blair, in a taunting manner, th at he 
did not expect to get justice from such men 
as he and Christy, and intim ated th at they 
were not gentlemen. 
Mr. Blair turned off the rem ark in a 
pleasant way, which was m et by Sullivan re­ 
peating it with intended sting. 
A t this Mr. 
Blair sprang to his feet, and stepping up to 
the rail, with his face close up to Sullivan’s, 
2nd with a strong degree of emphasis, said : 
“ If yon insinuate th at I am not a gentle­ 
man, and willing to do the fair thing,’ I will 
slap your face for you.” 
Sullivan stood as pale as a ghost and 
speechless, and Mr. Blair repeated his re­ 
mark with an additional exclamation point. 
A t last Mr. Sullivan replied, “ I did not say 
you was not a gentlem an.” 
Mr. Blair—“ W ell, if you didn’t mean 
w hat you said it’s all right.” 
■ 
A fter stillm aintaining their positions, how­ 
ever, for a moment, M r. Sullivan said, tu rn ­ 
ing his head in a somewhat more aggressive 
manner, “ Did you get up here to slap my 
face ?” 
M r. Blair—“ Yes, and I will do it in two 
seconds if you repeat the words you made 
use of a few moments ago.” 
A fter standing eyeing each other defiantly 
for a moment, Air. Sullivan started off with 
a stage pace to the opposite side of the room, 
and disappeared out the door. 
Thus the case 
stands. 


I nteresting Stage R obbery.—M rs. Pratt, 
wife of Superintendent R . H . P ratt, who ar­ 
rived home yesterday from Sierra valley, in 
addition to the m ountain air, had, while 
traveling in a stage between Randolph and 
Truckee, the enjoyable and impressive expe­ 
rience of capture by a stage robber. 
There 
were three men, two ladies and two children 
in the party besides the driver, who were 
taking in the m ountain Bcenery and expatiat­ 
ing upon the climate, when a masked man, 
decorated with a double-barreled Bhot-gun, 
which was at full cock, and with a sword 
bayonet attached at the muzzle, a revolver 
and a hatchet, stepped out from behind a tree 
standing by the track and demanded the 
driver to halt. 
His persuasive command was 
obeyed, when he told the driver to throw out 
the express box and open it. 
The driver re­ 
plied th at he couldnit, as it was chained 
down and locked. 
This was “ too th in ” for 
the party just then iu command, and with a 
show of compelling obedience in a summary 
manner, the driver got the box out. 
The 
robber directed the inmates of the stage to 
get out and staDd upon the other side of the 
road, which they did. 
The driver then, under 
instructions, broke a large rock upon the 
treasure-box in trying to break it open, 
but 
not 
succeeding, the 
robber threw 
his hatchet to him, and after considerable ef­ 
fort with this he succeeded in getting it open. 
The driver then directed th at he should bring 
the box under a tree by the roadside, which 
he did, and then returned, under orders mi­ 
nutely given, to the stage. 
The robber then 
coolly but cautiously laid down his gun by the 
side of the box, and getting down upon his 
knees took out what coin there was and went 
through the letters and papers with the u t­ 
most cocines and deliberation, not appearing 
to be in the least hurry. 
Coming across two 
Chinese checks, he swore in a foreign dialect, 
and said, “ These scbecks I can make no ac­ 
count.” 
Having abstracted 8272 in coin and 
paper?, he kindly replaced in the box all the 
papers and articles he did not want and per­ 
m itted the driver to take it into custody 
again and the passengers to resume their 
places in the stage. 
H e then said politely, 
“ Good evening to you all,” and ordered the 
driver to drive on, while he left the road and 
passed over the hill, stopping to see th at the 
stage passed quietly along without instituting 
measures looking to his apprehension.

ations of the medicine meu some days ago were 
without special significance. Hatch telegraphs that 
there is a reported movement of hostile Apaches 
from the Rio Grande toward Arizona. All icctssary 
instructions have been given Carr at Apache, and 
Riddle at Grant, to cover both contingencies.”

The work for the Convention is 
already laid out, and the slate of nomina­ 
tions is made up. The general principle to 
be observed in Tilden’s new campaign is ono 
of compromise. The anti-Tilden men are to 
be conciliated, and if need be, bribed by 
good places on the Democratic ticket. The 
wisdom of beginning early with this pro­ 
gramme is evident. This year only a portion 
of the State officers will be chosen. Tilden, 
with absolute control of the State Commit­ 
tee, and with every probability of his being 
able to control the State Convention, will lav 
this year the foundations of a scheme which 
will n eit year result in his nomination for 
Governor, at,d will be finally crowned in 1884 
by his nomination for President. 
The Tribune says of the proposed union of 
the Democracy : I t is proposed by the union 
of Tammany and Irving Halls, who have 
unitedly taken the first step, that the various 
Democratic organizations, big and little, shall

Asmellforce- 
punfp, driven by steam-power furnished by 
the kitchen range, would lift an abundant 
Hupp’y for all the wants of the bouse and the 
irrigation of the grounds. 
The springs 
emerge from the solid rock, and the water is 
no doubt as pure and palatable as that of the 
clearest Sierra fountain. 
Such a supply of 
water would be very valuable in any part of 
tho city, and it is not likely to be ignored by 
the owner of the property on which it exists, 
especially inasmuch as it was the chief source 
of damage to the original wall which had to 
be torn down at great expense. 
Referring to the articles recovered from the 
supposed wreck of the Vigilant, and whicb 
are now on exhibition at the Merchants’ Ex­ 
change, A. G. Nye, brother of Captain Nye, 
of the Mount Wailaaton, says: “ I have 
seen the spectacles among the recovered 
articles, ana identify them by the silver case 
as ones worn by my brother. 
I explain their 
presence there as follows : The officers and 
crew of the Mount Wailaaton probably left 
their ship when she began to break up and 
went on board of the Vigilant, which was pro­ 
visioned for a two years’ cruise, with the 
original intention of passing one season in 
ice. The storm which drove the Helen Mar 
out of the ice and into safe, clear water, 
n:obably drove the Vigilant to within fifty, 
and possibly twenty, miles of Wrangel Land. 
Then the crews- and officers left tho Vigilant 
and reached Wrangel Land by ice, where 
they may have been rescued by the Jeannette. 
The presence of the four bodies found on the 
wreck are accounted for by the probability 
that when it was determined to try and 
reach land, four of the crew decided to take 
their chance with the dismasted, disabled 
and drifting Bhip, as did some of the sailors 
at the time of the wreck of the whalers off 
Point Barrow. They considered their chances 
nearly as good, and the prospects of salvage, 
in case the A ip was saved and towed into 
any port, decided them. My brother habitu­ 
ally, almost, left his spectacles when he moved 
from place to place. 
In this case he left 
them where he could not go back after them, 
but where they were afterward recovered to 
make another link in the chain of evidence I 
carefully studied and considered, and by 
which I reason to the conclusion 1 have 
given.” 
In the Mint investigation the following dis­ 
patch from Washington was read : “Auditor 
states he did not tell Page he was delaying 
settlement of Dodge’s account to investigate 
wastage; that Page did. request him not to 
settle account until an investigation conld be 
made by Congress, which the Auditor de­ 
clined to do unless instructed to that effect by 
the Secretary.” Mr. Leech, adjuster of ac­ 
counts in the office of the Director of Mints, 
testified that in 1S79-S0 the expenses of the 
San Francisco Mint were £95,000 inside of 
the appropriation, outside of the expenses of 
the Melter and Refiner's department. The 
Congressional appropmtion for this Mint has 
steadily decreased under Mr. Dodge’s man­ 
agement. The excess of earnings over the 
expenditures in the refinery department for 
the year 1830 was £18,589 27. 
He said : “ I 
know of no law prohibiting the acceptance of 
bullion 600 fine, but the regulations permit it 
by fixing the rate of charges on bullion 
less than 600.” 
M. K. Cady, Assistant 
Coiner, testified that Coiner Cicott first 
began condemning whole melts about Febru­ 
ary last. Since then, and np to the time of 
his retirement, he frequently sent back strips 
out of which good coin could have been 
made. Irwin C. Stump, an accountant, dis­ 
played a aeries of statements, which showed 
that the Anglo-Califomian Bank had not de­ 
posited a greater proportion of unrefined 
bullion, on which charges had been made, 
than several other depositors had. Several 
other Mint employes testified to the general 
effect that under the present administration 
no change in the general management, affect­ 
ing the reception and treatment' of bullion, 
had occurred. 
In the case of Huntington vs. Palmer, Tax 
Collector, Judge* Sawyer and Hoffman, of 
the United States Circuit 
Court, 
have 
rendered a decision. 
11 was one of fifty suits 
hr- ught throughout the State by the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company in relation to the 
county assessment upon the railroad property 
in cases where they claim that it has been too 
higb, and refuse payment thereon as a con- j 


sequence. 
The demurrer to the action was 
sustained, and the suit w as dUm bsed. 
In 
their opinion, which is an exhaustive one of 
the legal points involved, the Court said that 
“ it 
is 
clear that the roadbed 
within 
each county is liable to be taxed at the same 
rate that other property is taxed. Why have 
not complainants paid this tax ? 
In refer­ 
ence to the latter, it is said that they resist 
the ru¡9 by which the value of the roadbed in 
each county is ascertained, and therefore re­ 
sist the tax. But surely it should pay tax by 
some rule. If the rule adopted gives too large 
a valuation in some counties, it must be too 
small in others. 
W bat right have they to re­ 
sist the tix in 
the . latter case? 
And 
in 
the 
former, 
is 
the 
whole 
tax 
void 
because 
the 
assessment 
is 
too 
large ? Should they pay nothing and escape 
wholly because they have been assessed too 
high? These questions answer themselves. 
Before complainants seek the aid of the Court 
to be relieved of the excessive tax, they 
should pay what is due. Before they ask 
equitable relief they should do that justice 
whioh is necessary to enable the Court to hear 
them.” They must first pay what is conceded 
to be due. The State is not to be thus tied 
up as to that of which there is no contest, by 
lumping it with that which is really con­ 
tested. 
If the proper officers refuse to re­ 
ceive a part of the tax it must be tendered, 
and tendered without the condition annexed 
of a receipt in full for all the taxes assessed. 
Numerous cases are cited by the Judges to 
sustain their views. 
Judge Sawyer said that 
the other cases to enjoin other Tax Collectors 
of the State would stand over to give plaintiff 
an opportunity to taka this case to the United 
States Supreme Court, which would be in ses­ 
sion in aboat six weeks, bat if not speedily 
carried up the other cases would be dis­ 
posed of.
